3. FOB value of export for the purpose of V.A shall be arrived at after excluding the Agency 

Commission, if any. This provision shall be applicable for authorizations issued on or after 

1.4.2008. 

4. Application must be accompanied by documents as per details given below: 

(1) For physical exports : 

I. Bank Certificate of Exports and Realisation in the form given at Appendix 22A or 
Foreign Inward Remittance Certificate (FIRC) in the case of direct negotiation of 
documents or Appendix 22D in case of offsetting of export proceeds. However, 
realisation of export proceeds shall not be insisted if the shipments are made against 
confirmed irrevocable letter of credit or bill of exchange is unconditionally Avalised/ Co- 
Accepted/ Guaranteed by a bank and the same is confirmed by the exporters bank 
and certified by the bank in column 14/15 of Appendix 22A. For status holders 
irrevocable letter of credit would suffice. 

II. EP copy of the shipping bill(s) containing details of shipment effected or bill of export in 
case of export to SEZ. 

III. A statement of exports giving details of shipping bill wise exports, indicating shipping 
bill number, date, FOB value as per shipping bill and description of export product. 

IV. A statement of imports indicating bill of entry wise item of imports quantity of imports 
and its CIF value. 

V. In case where CENVAT credit facility on inputs have been availed for the exported 
goods, the goods imported against Advance Authorisation shall be utilized only in the 
manufacture of dutiable goods whether within the same factory or outside (by a 
supporting manufacturer) even after completion of export obligation, for which the 
authorisation holder shall produce a certificate from either the jurisdictional Central 
Excise Supdt. Or Independent Chartered Accountant, at the option of the exporter. 

VI. In case of a pharmaceutical product manufactured through Non Infringing (Nl) process, 
duly filled in Appendix 23A duly verified and certified by the jurisdictional Central 
Excise Authority on consumption of inputs against the advance authorisation.
